their letters, concerning miGonaries in their bounds, 
only to the Moderator of the Committee; which letters 


ſhall be ſigned, at the appointment of the pee by 


the Moderator or clerk thereof: And the Aſſembly does 


diſcharge any payment to be made of the ſalaries of the 


miſſionaries, except upon receipts from the miſſionaries 


themſelves, and upon certificates from the preſbyteries, 
bearing, that they have ſerved for the time mentioned in 


the receipts. The General Aſſembly do alſo impower 


the ſaid committee to apply, for the Purpoſes above 
mentioned, what may remain of the laſt year's Royal 
Bounty not diſpoſed of, by reaſon of any of the miſſion- 
aries not fulfilling the appointments laid upon them; and 

that they are to keep a regiſter of their proceedings, and 
likewife diſtinct books of accounts, how the foreſaid mo- 
ney is beſtowed, which ſhall be patent to any concerned 


who>pleaſe to inſpect the fame. Of the perſons above 


named as members of this committee, five . are declar- 
ed to be a quorum, whereof three are to be miniſters. 


But it is hereby appointed, That at the quarterly meet- 


ing of the committee, in which the ſcheme or eſtabliſh- 


ment of miſſionaries for the enſuing year is to be approv- 
ed and determined, not leſs than fourteen ſhall be the 


quorum, whereof nine ſhall be miniſters; and the ſaid 


committee are appointed to have their general meetings 


at Edinburgh, the firſt lawful day after the adjournment 
of the four ſtated diets of the Commiſſion of the General 
Aſſembly, within the Aſſembly Iſle, at ten of the o'clock 
in the forenoon, except that day ſhall fall to be Saturday, 
and then the meeting ſhall be upon Monday next there- 
after, at the ſaid hour; with power £0 the ſaid commit- 
tee to adjourn themſelves to ſuch times and places as they 
ſhall find moſt needful and convenient : And they are to 

keep a .correſpondence with the Commiſſion. of the Ge- 


neral Aſſembly, and the Society for propagating Chriſtian 


Knowledge, and their committee of directors, and to 
take their advice and aſſiſtance ; and alſo to correſpond ; 


with the ſynods and preſbyterics coneerned.. They are 
likewiſe inſtructed and impowered, as they ſhall ſee cauſe, 


to apply to the Government, or any magiſtrate, for ale 
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, commiſſion now given to them. And the Ca Aſ- 
ſembly do, by theſe preſents, nominate and appoint Mr 
William Robertſon advocate, Procurator for the Church, 
to be Receiver of the foreſaid Royal Bounty, and to pay 
out the ſame as he ſhall be directed and ordered by the 
foreſaid committee, and according to their rules. And 
the ſaid committee are appointed to examine the accounts 
of the diſtribution of the Royal Bounty, and lay the ſame 
before the Lords Commiſſioners of his Majeſty's Treaſury, ; 
or the Barons of his Majeſty's Court of Exchequer; and 
to report their diligence to the General Aſſembly, to . 
whom they are to 5 aecountable. And it is agreed, 
That no perſon once employed and inſert in the ſcheme 
ſhall' be ſtruck out thereof for that year, but. by the. 
quorum of at leaſt fourteen, whereof nine to be .mini- 
{ters ; and in caſe any complaint ſhall be made againſt | 
any 3 them on the ſcheme, it ſhall not be determined 
the firſt ordinary meeting that the ſame is offered, but 
it ſhalb Ie on the table till another meeting; and in the 
mean time, the perſon complained. of, and the. preſby- 
y of the bounds wherein he officiates, ſhall be ac- 
2 of ſuch complaint, and theſe concerned be re- 
quired to. ſend to the ſaid committee a juſt account of 
the matter, againſt the next meeting. And it is further 
appointed, That after the yearly ſcheme of miſſionaries 
on the Royal Bounty i is ſettled in manner above direct- 
ed, and notice thereof given by letters to the preſbyte- 
ries concerned, ſuch preſbyteries- ſhall ſend up to the 
ſaid committee their anſwer to theſe letters, at fartheſt 
with their commiſſioners to the General Aſſembly, if the 
ſame be not done ſooner; and that the committee, at 
their firſt meeting after the General Aſſembly, ſhall en- 
deavour to compleat the next year's ſcheme themſelves ; 
and if they cannot compleat it, they ſhall name a ſub-'- 
.committee of their number for that purpoſe, who are to 
lay their draught thereof before a ſubſequent meeting, 
which is appointed. to meet as ſoon after the riſing of 
the Aſſembly as poſſible.

in the courſe of their reaſbnings, unanimouſly came to the 
following reſolution: The General Aſfembly of the 


Church of Scotland, having taken into their ſerious con- 
ſideration the public alarm excited in this part of the u- 


nited kingdom, from the apprehenſion of an intention 
to repeal the laws enacted to prevent the growth of 
Popery, think it their duty to make this public declara- 
tion of their ſentiments, on a ſubject in which the intereſts 
of religion and of their country are ſo deeply concerned. 
While they expreſs their gratitude to Providence, for the 
invaluable privileges enjoyed by this national Church, 

and the ſecurity afforded to the Proteftant religion by 
eſtabliſhed laws, they declare their firm attachment to 

the principles of civil and religious liberty, and their 


earneſt deſire that univerſal toleration and liberty of con- 
ſeience may be extended to Proteſtants of every denomi- 


nation: But they think it their duty alſo to declare their 


firm perſuaſion, that a repeal of the penal laws now in 


force againſt Papiſts would-be highly inexpedient, dan- 
gerous; and prejudicial to the beſt intereſts of religion 

and civil ſociety / in this part of the united kingdom. — 
Entertaining theſe ſentiments, it is with much ſatisfaction 
they have received aſſurances, from the higheſt authority, 


that the bill intended for repealing the laws for prevent- 
ing the growth. of Popery in Scotland is laid aſide; and 


they confide in the wiſdom of Legiſlature that it will not 
in future be reſumed; They likewiſe think it their duty,
